Working alongside Alan to develop the 
Voices of Fire project (the name was taken 
from Alan’s novel about Northampton Voice of 
the Fire), Ruth was one of ten inaugural 
National Literacy Heroes created by the 
National Literacy Trust last year. 

Ruth’s fellow literacy heroes included JK 
Rowling and Henry Winkler.

REPORTER Lawrence John takes a 
closer look at the social media 
drinking game NekNomination to 
find out more about the antidote 



A new and potentially dangerous 
game has been spread by Social 
Media. 

It is known as ‘NekNomination’, a 
drinking game which involves film¬ 
ing someone drinking a bottle of 
alcohol or hard liquor in one go and 
then sharing this on Social Media. 

The game has caused the death of 
a 19-year-old and a 22-year-old in 
Ireland over the same weekend. 

While many might pillory Social 
Media for spreading this game, it is 
only the conduit and while it 
spreads the videos it is also provid¬ 
ing the antidote to this new craze. 

According to Social Media expert 
Emma Rose at the University of 
Northampton. 

Emma said: “NekNomination first 
started in Cambridge in 2008 and 
sprung up in Australia in 2012. 

“It has been rolling around for a 
number of years. 

“NekNomination has a lot of ele¬ 
ments to it and this helped it go 
viral. 

“Things tends to fizzle out after a 


while such as the Harlem Shake. 

“What NekNomination does in 
amplify human behaviour. 

“This is not in terms of alcohol 
abuse which has been around for 
sometime and is prevalent in col¬ 
lege (in USA) or university students 
in this country. 

“For those who do this it is a rites 
of passage. 

“At the University of Northampton 
we offer help to students who feel 
they are under pressure. 

“Social Media is sharing a drink¬ 
ing game which is prevalent with 
young people. 

“However there is an antidote for 
this. 

“One of the antidotes was being 
provided by Brent Lindeque in 
South Africa. 

Mr Lindeque wants to use the 
power of social media to reduce the 
current poverty crisis in South 
Africa. 

Emma said: “What people are 
doing is applying a human nature of 
trying to restore the balance.” 

“More than 18,000 have liked his 
Facebookpage. 

“When people start to help people 
like Brent Lindeque then it will help 
this Neknomination to fizzle out. 

“This is the antidote to show peo¬ 
ple there is another way and this 
message will be sent out by social 
media. 

“The antidote is coming and this 
is being supported by people. 

“You cannot change human 
behaviour about alcohol abuse. 

“There will only be a small per¬ 


centage of young people who will be 
effected by this type of rights of 
passage connected with alcohol. 

“There are 500 different drinking 
games. 

“31 per cent of 8 million students 
in the USA are at a level of alcohol 
abuse. 

“64 per cent pre-load before they 
go out drinking. 

“Young people have a feeling of 
immortality and this is why you see 
a number of them involved in and 
videoing stunts. 

“There were 395,000 hits on news 
reports about NekNominations and 
this was followed by 246,000 hits on 
articles about antidote stories to 


NekNominations. 

“Social Media is not an evil com¬ 
ponent in all of this but has brought 
this into sharp contrast by provid¬ 
ing the antidote. 

Emma felt the positive message by 
people like Brent Lindeque would 
shine a light on the good ways 
Social Media can help. 

She said this would play a vital 
role in providing a natural antidote 
and restore the balance. 

As a mother herself, she would 
encourage parents to engage in 
Social Media with their children. 

This would allow them to learn 
what is going on in their children’s 
virtual world on Social Media.

Gang rob school 
kids at knifepoint

Police patrols have been 
stepped up around schools 
in the north of Kettering 
after a number of teenagers 
were robbed at knifepoint on 
their way home. 

It is believed a gang of 
between three and five teen¬ 
age boys carried out the rob¬ 
beries between Tuesday, 
February 4 and Sunday, 
February 9. 

In all the incidents, which 
the police believe are linked, 
a gang of between three and 
five youths aged 15 - 18 years 


old stole mobile phones from 
the children and threatened 
them with knives. A number 
of them wore hoodies with 
the hoods up and some had 
their faces covered. 

Detective Chief 
Inspector Steve 
Woliter, said one of 
the main issues of 
concern was the 
increasing level of 
violence used. 

He said: “In all of 
these incidents, 
knives have been 
used to threaten the 
victims into handing over 
their mobile phones. 


“And it’s particularly con¬ 
cerning as the type of threats 
and level of violence used 
against the victims is increas¬ 
ing. 

“Additional police 
officers are now 
being concentrated 
in the areas where 
the offenders are 
operating, howev¬ 
er, I must stress 
that knife crime in 
Kettering is 

extremely rare.”

“While the department 
is dealing with this mas¬ 
sive crisis I can under¬ 
stand people’s frustra¬ 
tion in this delay. 

“What I want to do now 
is to find out when the 
new date will be 
announced. As long as 
we get the green light for 
the development then 
the wait will be worth it. 

East Northamptonshire 
Council has been 
informed by the 
Department of 

Communities and Local 
Government that “the 


Secretary of State will not 
be in a position to reach a 
decision on the Rushden 
Lakes application by 13 
February 2014.” The noti¬ 
fication does not state 
when a decision will be 
made. 

Leader of East 
Northamptonshire 
Council, Steven North, 
said: “We’re very disap¬ 
pointed that a decision 
won’t be announced this 
week but understand 
that DCLG have other 
more pressing matters to 
deal with at the moment 
around flooding. 

“This development has 
the potential to provide 
local people with a better 
retail offer on their door¬ 
step as well as new jobs.”

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Plans to improve 
derelict shops

A block of derelict shops has 
been bought by 
Wellingborough Council 
after the authority used com¬ 
pulsory purchase powers in a 
bid to end anti-social behav¬ 
iour on the site. 

The shops at 66-74 Lea Way 
have been plagued by trouble 
for years and, after a lengthy 
process to acquire them, the 
council was finally able to 
take possession last week. 

The site is now being 
secured ready to market it for 
development. 

The Lea Way site used to 
house a mini supermarket 
and several other smaller 
shops, but has stood empty 
for more than seven years. 

It quickly became an eye¬ 
sore and a hotspot for antiso¬ 
cial behaviour, causing mis¬ 
ery to nearby residents. 

The council received 
numerous complaints about 
the site and, after several 
attempts to negotiate with 
the owner failed, agreed to 
use compulsory purchase 
powers to buy it so improve¬ 
ments could be made.

The landowner objected to 
the compulsory purchase 
order, which meant a public 
inquiry was held in October 
last year. 

The council’s property team 
continued to negotiate with 
the owner and on the second 
day of the inquiry an agree¬ 
ment was reached. 

The inquiry was closed and 
the purchase went ahead. 


Since taking possession of 
the shops last week, the coun¬ 
cil has been working on 
securing the site by putting 
up fencing, taking away rub¬ 
bish, and clearing out the 
buildings. 

“The next step will be to 
market it, probably for resi¬ 
dential use. 

Cllr Lora Lawman, ward 
councillor for the area, said: 
“This is great news and will 
really make a difference to 
those living nearby. 

“The empty, vandalised 
shops have been an eyesore 
and trouble hotspot for many 
years and the subject of a 
great deal of complaints. 

“The council tried time and 
time again to negotiate with 
the landowner, but he never 
progressed any of the propos¬ 
als or opportunities offered 
to him, leaving us with no 
choice but to step in and use 
compulsory purchase pow¬ 
ers. 

Whoever develops the site 
now has a great opportunity 
to bring forward something 
much more suitable that will 
really enhance the area and 
improve the quality of life for 
residents.”

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Alan’s view 
from outside

It is quite shocking how vividly 
Alan Moore recalls the isolation 
he felt after being excluded from 
education at the age of 17. 

It was 1970 and on the Friday 
night he and his fellow ArtsLab 
creatives had put a show on in 
Northampton Central Library’s 
performance space, Carnegie 
Hall. 

The Monday after that triumph 
Alan was in the headmaster’s 
study at Northampton Grammar 
School (now NSB) being told that 
for him, school days were over. 

He had been caught selling LSD 
and he would be expelled. Other 
schools and potential employers 
would be warned he was trouble. 

More than 40 years later Alan’s 
anger and hurt has transformed 
into an empathy for excluded 
pupils that prompted him to take 
up the offer by National Literacy 
Hero Ruth Gasson of working 
with expelled students. 

Ironically that meant reading 
and discussion with the pupils in 
the very same Carnegie Hall that 
effectively marked the end of 
Alan’s career in formal education. 

“I personally know what it is like 
to be excluded. Everything that 
you are experiencing and being 
told hammers home the fact that 
your life is effectively over,” Alan 
said. 

“The mechanism that was 
meant to convey you from your 
childhood to the world has mal¬ 
functioned in some way and you 
have been thrown off of the con¬ 
veyor belt. It is over for you. 

“That is the sensation that I cer¬ 
tainly had when I was 17 but I 
was trying to convey to 
these kids that in many 
ways my expulsion from 
school was one of the 
best things that had i 
ever happened to me. I 

“It meant that I had I 
to fall upon my own ’ 
resources. I didn’t 
know how great those 
resources were at the 
time but unless we trest our 
resources we never know what 
resources we have got to fall back 
on. I was suggesting this to these 
kids. 

“Realistically I couldn’t say that

every one of them would make it 
but that they might be surprised 
at what they could accomplish.” 

Over the course of three days 
Alan worked with children who 
were permanently excluded, tem¬ 
porarily excluded and excluded 
for mental health reasons. 

He is impressed by the project 
Ruth has put together and the 
visionary thinking from the 
county council to move it for¬ 
ward. 

“I know that in the past I have 
had some issues with the authori¬ 
ties in this town but for once I am 
completely delighted and have 
nothing but respect for the 
k way they are handling a 
^ really sensitive issue,” 
said Alan. 

“These kids are in a 
really vulnerable 
place and it is hats off 
to the council. It is not 

r very often you will hear 
me saying that.” 

A spokesman for 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said the project restarts 
after half term.

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Air ambulance rises

Geddington is a 
Northamptonshire village 
famed for the Eleanor Cross 
statue, but recently it has 
found new a new fame - for 
being the scene of the 
12,000th Warwickshire and 
Northamptonshire Air 
Ambulance flight mission. 

The life-saving charity had 
been waiting two days to 
reach the big landmark, 
despite averaging three mis¬ 
sions a day, but on Friday 
morning they got a call about 
a 26-year-old man who col¬ 
lided with a lorry. They made 
it. 

Scrambling into the heli¬ 
copter at 11.27am, the team 
took off from the WNAA base 
at Coventry airport. 

They were tasked to the 
incident to provide urgent 
pre-hospital care and a swift 
transfer to the nearest major 
trauma centre. 

They arrived 16 minutes 
later to find patient had suf¬ 
fered significant injuries to 
his face, head, pelvis and 
both legs. He was given 
extended pain relief and 
anaesthetised by the WNAA 
doctor. 

For the last six months of 
2013, 86 per cent of WNAA 
missions had a doctor on 


board, 26 per cent more than 
the first half. 

The patient was immobi¬ 
lised before being airlifted to 
University Hospitals 
Coventry & Warwickshire for 
further treatment. The crew 
arrived at the hospital at 
approximately 12:50pm. The 
patient’s current condition is 
still unknown. 

The landmark came just 
four months after the charity 
celebrated 10 years of life¬ 
saving work. 

If you were to include the 
number of missions where 
the crew used their rapid 
response vehicle, the total 
would reach nearly 15,000 
missions, each of which 
costs approximately £1,700. 


Formed in 2003, the chari¬ 
ty has been helping people 
across the two counties, sav¬ 
ing thousands of lives. 

They attend many differ¬ 
ent accidents from road traf¬ 
fic collisions, horse riding 
accidents, sporting injuries 
and medical emergencies. 

Last year, the WNAA car¬ 
ried out 791 missions and 
lost just 1.5 days of flying 
because of bad weather con¬ 
ditions. These weather con¬ 
ditions can vary from low 
lying cloud levels to gale 
force winds 

Between the two Helicopter 
Emergency Medical Services 
the WNAA ran, they attend¬ 
ed 366 rescue missions in 
Northamptonshire - more

#findjeremy ends in 
a big smile for Tina

A social media search for 
#findjeremy a Good 
Samaritan has ended with 
success. 

Tina Loggin launched her 
quest after her brother Steve 
Gregory died on a roadside in 
the A43 near Towcester last 
year. 

On September 26, 2013, 
Steve was riding his motor¬ 
bike on the A43 when wit¬ 
nesses saw him wobble 
slightly. 

He pulled over to the side of 
the road, dropped his bike, 
and collapsed. 

Several vehicles pulled over 
as drivers did their best to 
help Mr Gregory. He was 
found to have no pulse and 
was not breathing, so they 
began CPR. 

One particular man took 
over the CPR until an ambu¬ 
lance arrived some 15 min¬ 
utes later. 

Mr Gregory was taken by air 
ambulance to Coventry hos¬ 
pital, where it was discovered 
that he had suffered a brain 
haemorrhage, causing him to 
collapse. 


But the stranger was so 
effective in delivering CPR, 
that Mr Gregory’s organs 
were kept alive long enough 
for his two kidneys and liver 
to be donated, saving the 
lives of three people. This 
stranger turned out to be 
Jeremy Kean from Oxted in 
Surrey who is a volunteer 
community first responder. 

He works for the South East 
Coast Ambulance Service 
which covers Sussex, Surrey 
and Kent. 


On Tuesday, Tina spoke to 
Jeremy following her search 
to find him. 

Before she spoke to him 
Tina said: “I launched the 
search on Facebook and 
Twitter. 

“I want to be able to say 
thank you to him and how he 
helped to save three other 
people’s lives. 

“I think when I speak to him 
I will be greatful for what he 
did and just to say thank you 
to him.”

One of Britain’s most influential 
Asian politicians Keith Vaz paid a 
visit to Northampton College on 
Friday for the launch of a Hindu 
temple project. 

The Indian Hindu Welfare 
Association (IHWO) has plans to 
build a new £12 million Hindu 
temple in Lumbertubs called the 
Kutumb Centre. 

The new facility will provide 
sports, leisure, health and educa¬ 
tional facilities, which Mr Vaz, the 
Chairman of the Home Affairs 
Select Committee, is impressed 
by. 

The Labour MP for Leicester 
East said: “I am here to be part of 
the launch of this Hindu temple 
project because Northampton 
needs a state of the art Hindu cul¬ 
tural centre, and we are going to 
get this. 

“I was delighted to accept 
Michael Ellis’ invitation to come 
here and to participate in what is 
a historic day for the Hindu com¬ 
munity but also a historic day for 
Northampton. 

“We have some people here 
who are among the most enthusi¬ 
astic and dedicated people that I

have come across in my many 
years of travels.” 

Throughout Mr Vaz’s speech on 
the evening, he highlighted how 
much the project means to the 
local communities, and 
announced he would help kick-off 
the fundraising stage for the pro¬ 
ject by donating £101. 

He added: “I made the donation 
because it’s something I would 
like to do, and I would like other 
members of the community in 
Leicester to do it too. 

“The Northampton Hindu com¬ 


munity is 
not going 
this on its own and we would like 
Hindus from all over Britain, all 
800,000 of them, to make a con¬ 
tribution. Frankly if they each 
gave £10 we would have it built, 
and that’s not a lot of money.” 

The IHWO hopes to start work 
on the building at the end of the 
year, once they have gained fund¬ 
ing. 

They were given planning per¬ 
mission to build the new temple 
near Lings Way in 2012.

Northampton Saints director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder admitted 
Exeter Chiefs gave his side the 
test he was expecting before 
George Pisi’s late try sent them 
top of the Aviva Premiership on 
Saturday.

“They’re a side who are desperate, obviously, 
so we need to be on our mettle.” 

The ongoing Six Nations has seen changes to 
the Saints squad with regular starters away on 
international duty, and Dowson knows that 
this stage of the season could be crucial when 
it comes to determining the final places come 
the end of the campaign. 

“We’ve got a sort of season within a season as 
ever during the Six Nations when the big boys 
are away,” he said. 

“We need to stick to our processes, make sure 
the detail is correct and prepare properly” 


Dowson added that composure was required 
to score the late game winning try at Exeter. 

“George is a dynamic lad and Jim’s badgering 
in the gym has paid off,” he said.

Chris Wilder believes that 
Northampton now have the fire¬ 
power they need to climb away 
from relegation trouble. 

The new manager’s last gasp 
transfer deadline day signing 
Emile Sinclair struck a brace at 
Torquay on Tuesday night to settle 
a must-win encounter and finding 
players at the top of the park was 
clearly a priority for the former 
Oxford United boss. 

He has made seven siginings 
including more strikers in the 
form of John Marquis and Alan 
Connell, and winger Brennan 
Dickenson. 

The loan of Gillingham forward 
Antonio German was also extend¬ 
ed and right winger Chris Hackett 
is now back in contention in the 
squad after a return from injury. 

Wilder thanked chairman David 
Cardoza for his support in the 
transfer window as he looked to 
inject a more powerful punch into 
his squad. 

“The chairman’s been absolutely 
first class,” he said after the 2-1 
win in Devon cut the gap to safety. 

“We’ve bought John Marquis 
into the club, we’ve got Emile, and 
Alan Connell, Brennan Dickenson 
and Chris Hackett, we’ve got 
threats at the top of the pitch now. 

“They were threats [at Torquay] 
in difficult conditions.” 

Northampton will need their 
attacking arsenal to continue to 
threaten as they look to string 
together a run to lift them out of 
the relegation zone, starting at 
Fleetwood Town - a team they 
have already beaten this season - 
on Saturday. 

Tuesday’s game at Plainmoor 
went ahead despite damp condi¬ 


tions, with a 3pm pitch inspection 
- inconvenient for all associated 
with the Cobblers - deeming the 
pitch playable. 

The Cobblers boss suggested 
that Torquay may have seen his 
men as weak pray and as such 
were keen for some football. 

“I think they were absolutely 
desperate to get this game on,” he 
said. “They possibly saw us as a 
target or an easy three points. 

“I am proud of the performance. 

“They all put their bodies on the 
line and you get your rewards and 
we did that in the form of three big 
points. 

“We were a touch disappointed 
with the goal they scored on the 


stroke of half-time. We could have 
crumbled and gone under but 
there wasn’t that in the team. 

“We played smart football in the 
second half. We turned them 
around and squeezed them in. 

“And in the end I thought we 
were pretty comfortable. 

“When you have not won for a 
while sometimes you can take a 
backwards step. But we didn’t do 
that - we made positive substitu¬ 
tions and we stuck forwards on 
because we wanted that third 
goal. 

“We are in a difficult situation 
and there are difficult hurdles to 
overcome between now and the 
end of the season. But we need to 


give ourselves a chance and hope¬ 
fully this a platform for us.” 

Tuesday’s win will have been 
particularly sweet for Wilder’s 
newly appointed assistant Alan 
Knill, who was sacked by Torquay 
in early January after their poor 
start to the season and was there¬ 
fore subject to a frosty reception 
on his return. 

“I’m delighted for Alan Knill,” 
added Wilder. “He suffered here, 
and he got a little bit of stick 
tonight. We talked about that 
before. I’m delighted for everyone 
connected with the club.”

Emile Sinclair hit a first-half double to boost 
Northampton Town’s survival hopes at fel¬ 
low strugglers Torquay United. 

The striker handed manager Chris Wilder 
his maiden win as Cobblers boss with his 
first goals since arriving on loan from 
Crawley Town. 

Sinclair finished off a classic breakaway to 
put Northampton in front on 10 minutes 
before powering into the box to add a second 
six minutes later. 

Torquay defender Krystian Pearce pulled 
one back with a scorching volley on the 


stroke of half-time to give the Devon side - 
managed by former Cobblers midfielder 
Chris Hargreaves - hope of a comeback. 

And Northampton survived a real scare 
after the break when Anthony O’Connor rat¬ 
tled the same post twice in quick succession. 

The win sees Northampton cut the gap 
between themselves and League Two safety 
to five points. Torquay caused early alarm 
when Shamir Goodwin raced down the right 
and produced a dangerous cross but Jayden 
Stockley’s control let him down at the cru¬ 
cial moment. 

But the Cobblers soon took a stranglehold 
on the match thanks to their tireless press¬ 
ing game that hustled Torquay out of their 
stride. Brennan Dickenson dragged an effort 
well wide before Sinclair put the visitors in 
pole position with a delightful double. 


After Ricky Ravenhill produced a good 
tackle to stop Billy Bodin in his tracks on the 
edge of the box, the Cobblers launched a 
swift counter-attack. 

Darren Carter threaded the ball through 
to Sinclair and he showed terrific compo¬ 
sure to round the onrushing Michael Poke 
before slamming the ball into an empty net. 

And seven minutes later the Cobblers were 
in dream land after Alan Connell lifted the 
ball into Sinclair’s path and he brushed off 
O’Connell before slotting the ball past Poke. 

Torquay substitute Jordan Chapell then 
forced Matt Duke into a smart save after let¬ 
ting fly from the edge of the box. 

And the hosts were thrown a lifeline on the 
stroke of half-time after Pearce met Chapell’s 
corner with a thumping volley which flew 
past Duke. 


Even then Carter should have restored the 
Cobblers’ two-goal advantage before the 
interval but he contrived to head Chris 
Hackett’s corner wastefully wide. 
Northampton rode their luck at the start of 
the second half as the Gulls pressed for an 
equaliser. 

Leon McSweeney threw himself in the way 
of ChapelPs close-range shot and, from the 
resulting corner, O’Connor watched in 
agony as his shot and the rebound came 
back off the same post. 

Goodwin lashed an effort wide and substi¬ 
tute Karl Hawley’s header was narrowly off 
target after Chapell swept down the right. 

And Northampton had a late escape after 
Joss Labadie’s long-range effort squirmed 
through Duke’s legs only for the keeper to 
claim at the second attempt. 
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It was billed as the most impor¬ 
tant Cobblers game this season 
and Northampton Town deliv¬ 
ered with the most precious of 
wins at Torquay United. 

Emile Sinclair struck twice to 
down their fellow relegation strug¬ 
gles 2-1 on Tuesday and provide 
new boss Chris Wilder with his 
first victory in charge. 

The Cobblers are still five points 
adrift of safety at the bottom of 
League Two but defeat in Devon 
could have seen the gap become as 
large as nine. 

That would have left them star¬ 
ing non-league football in the face, 
but now there is increased hope.
